has an article on ‘* Municipal 
Banking”’ in the Grain Growers’ 
Guide of April 27th. Mr. Trego, 
is an important officer in a pow- 
erful organization, which may 
shortly be in a position to give 
effect in legislation and adminis- 
tration whatever theories its! 
leaders may hold. In order that 
his proposals may be thoroughly 
junderstood by readers of The 
Bulletin the article is reproduced 
in another column 
‘The essence of Mr, Trego's pro- 
posal is contained in the para-| 
graph in which he says: | 
“T would give the Dominion 
Bank the authority to issue all 
the bank notes, and loan them 
to the provincial banks at say 
one per cent. interest. The pro- 
Vineial banks would re-loan to 
the municipal banks at say two 
per cent.. and the municipal! 
bank would loan to the stock-; 
holders at say six per cent, and | 
to others at seven per cent.”’ | 
The capital of the bank would} 
be a stock subscription bearing 
some undefined proportion io the, 
value of the productive land own- | 
ed by the subscriber or held by 
him under agreement of sale. This | 
land would be the seeurity upon 
which the note circulation and de- 
posits would rest. 


io 


Lt will be observed that under 
the scheme as proposed no one 
would pay any money. The es- 


sence of the system would be the 
‘nationalization of ecredit.’’ 

Mr. Trego’s idea would appear 
to have a monetary system under 
which everybody might get and 
nobody have to give. That would 
certainly be ideal. But unfortu- 
nately the limitations of natural 
|law make impossible its realiza- 
| tion. So-called money is not really 
money unless it ean be exchanged 
for value; or to the extent to 
which it can be exchanged for 
value. And it will only be accept- 
ed in exchange for value if in the 
belief of the taker it represents 
value. } 

Mr. Trego’s proposal is that the 
notes issue? under his municipal 
banking systern would not repre-) 
sent exchargeable value. ‘hey 
would net 1epresent cash pay- 
ments for bank stock as the notes 
issued by the present chartered 
banks do. They would represent a 
non-realizable asset; that is the| 
land owned, or agreed to be pur-! 
chased, by the subseribers. Would | 
the land owned by the subscriber 
to municipal bank sto¢k have to 
be unencumbered; or would the| 
subseription to bank stock dis-, 
place first mortgage security held 
against the land? If it did not dis- 
| place first mortgage security then 
if the land were encumbered it 
wonld have no negotiable value in 
| support of the bank notes issued 
or deposits held. If by special 
legislative provision it did dis- 
mortgage against the 
land tt would simply mean that 
that amount of capital had been 
confiscated to establish the credit 
of the municipal banks. It goes 
without sa that confiscation 
of capital is the poorest way in 
the world to establish credit either 
personal, municipal or national. 

Two striking and catehy 
phrases are used in Mr, Treg6’s 
article. ‘‘ Municipal banking’’ and 
Credit.’’ A 
close perusal of the artiefe would 
indicate that the first is used 
merely as camouflage for the sec- 
ond,. There is nothing municipal 
about the scheme as outlined ex-
